Prizes for Essays by Final-Year Medical Students and 

Recently Qualified Practitioners. 
Tur Council of the British Medical Association proposes to 
award, in March, 1931, prizes of £25 each for the best 
essays—‘‘ Describe and discuss cases illustrating the 
modern methods of the diagnosis of early pulmonary 
tuberculosis ’’—by final-year medical students, or by regis- 
tered medical practitioners of not more than one year’s 
standing (that is, one year from date of passing of qualify- 
ing examination), studying, or who have studied, at one of 
the medical schools in the undermentioned groups. One 
prize of £25 will be open for award in each of the follow- 
ing groups of schools: 

Grovr 1.—Guy’s Hospital; London Hospital; St. Bartholomew's 
Hospital; St. Thomas’s Hospital. 

Grove 2.—Charing Cross Hospital; King’s College Hospital; 
Middlesex Hospital; Royal Free Hospital (London School of 
Medicine for Women); St. George’s Hospital; St. Mary’s Hospital; 
University College Hospital; Westminster Hospital. 

Grove 3.—University of Birmingham; University of Bristol; 
University of Durham; University of Leeds; University of Liver- 

1; Victoria University of Manchester; University of Sheffield ;

Grove 4.—University of Aberdeen; School of Medicine of the 
Royal Colleges, Edinburgh; University of Edinburgh; Anderson 
College of Medicine, Glasgow; Queen Margaret College (School of 
Medicine for Women), Glasgow; St. Mungo’s College, Glasgow; 
University of Glasgow; University of St. Andrews. 

Grour 5.—Queen’s University, Belfast; University of Dublin 
College); National University of Ireland (University 

ollege, Cork; University College, Dublin; University College, 
Galway); Royal College of Surgeons in Ireland (Schools of Surgery). 

Grove 6.—The medical schools in the British Empire outside the 
British Isles. 


The prizes will be awarded to the authors of the essays 
deemed by the examiners to be the best sent in, but if no 
essay received from a group is considered by the examiners 
to be deserving of a prize, no prize will be awarded in that 
group. The essay must not exceed 5,000 words, should 
be clinical in nature, and must include concise notes of 
three cases personally observed. Essays should be plainly 
written or typed on foolscap paper (one side only), and 
must reach the Medical Secretary, British Medical Asso- 
ciation House, Tavistock Square, London, W.C.1, not later 
than January 12th, 1931. Each essay must be signed by a 
pseudonym only, and be accompanied by a signed and 
dated statement that the essay has been the bona-fide work 
of the competitor, and that he or she comes within the

definition of those eligible to enter for the competition, 
together with particulars. of his or her full name, 
pseudonym, address, medical. school, and (if on Medical 
Register) month and year in which the final examination 
qualifying for registration was passed. The essays received 
will be adjudicated on by examiners appointed by the 
Council from among members of the Association. Thi 
decision of the Council will be final.

At a meeting of the Executive Committee of the Aberdeen 
Division, held in the Library, 29, King Street, Aberdeen, on 
July 8th, a number of medical graduands of the University were 
entertained to tea. Afterwards short informal addresses were 
given by members of the committee, giving advice on joining the 
British Medical Association and a defence society, and on other 
points likely to be of interest and service to the new graduates. 


Carcutra Brancn. 
A cuinicaL meeting of the Caleutta Braneh was held in the lecture 
theatre of the Calcutta School of Tropical Medicine on June 13th, 
when Lieut.-Colonel R. Know.zes, I.M.S., was in the chair, and 
eighteen other members were present. 

Lieut.-Colonel J. A. SuHortren, I.M.S., showed a European male 
who had contracted anthrax on the right upper arm from 
going into hide go-downs in Calcutta with the shirt sleeves 
rolled up during the hot weather. There had been intense 
swelling of the arm and _ shoulder, with a temperature of 
105° and a _ ~pulse rate of 128. Smears showed the 
presence of anthrax bacilli. The pustule was excised and carbolic 
fomentations were applicd. An immediate dose of 40 e.cm. 
of Sclavo’s antiserum was given, followed by another 70 c.cm. 
distributed over the next three days; in all 150 c.cm. were given, 
and the temperature gradually fell to normal. There was 
a reappearance of a black slough at the upper edge of the 
wound; this was dressed with gauze soaked with Sclavo’s serum, 
the edges being smeared with vaseline. A line of demarcation 
developed, and the slough separated. The lesion was next dressed 
with electrolytic chlorine, and later with gauze soaked in Benger’s 
liquor pancreaticus. The ulcer left was now perfectly clean, 
about 2$ by 14 inches, extending down to the Fs fascia, and 
healthy; it was being dressed with electrolytic chlorine. The 
surgeon proposed to heal it by the final application of a skin 
graft. Lieut.-Colonel V. B. Green-Armytace, I.M.S., remarked 
that he had seen several similar cases among artillerymen and 
cavalry in France during the war. They were treated by local 
applications of pulv. ipecac., and cleared up remarkably rapidly, 
but how the drug acted he could not say. Dr. G. Panga stated 
that only one case of malignant pustule had been seen in six 
years’ observation of skin cases in the skin out-patient clinic at 
the Calcutta School of Tropical Medicine. He suggested dressings 
with formalinized glycerin. 

Lieut.-Colonel SHorten then showed a Goanese male child, aged 
13, with a lesion of the spinal cord. When first seen he had 
suffered for eight months from pain in the back, spreading 
gradually to the legs, so that he could not walk. The knee-jerk 
was lost on the left side; there was flaccid paralysis of both legs 
with wasting, incontinence of urine, and difficulty in defaecation. 
A skiagram showed a mass occupying the site of the spine of the 
fourth lumbar vertebra, calcified in places, and encroaching on 
the spinal canal. There was marked mottling in the space 
between the fourth and fifth lumbar vertebrae; the Wassermann 
reaction was doubtful and the Kahn test negative. Tuberculosis 
could be excluded. The diagnosis was a neoplasm, and deep 
x-ray exposures were used daily for twelve days to each of two 
lateral fields and one posterior field in turn. Skiagrams after treat- 
ment showed the details of the bones and soft tissues much 
improved. Pain was absent; the patient could walk with assist- 
ance; and control had been regained over the bladder and rectum. 
The intervertebral disc between the fourth and fifth lumbar 
vertebrae showed ossification, and the spinal canal was now free 
of deposit. It seemed probable that the tumour was a periosteal 
sarcoma, owing to the ossification of the intervertebral disc. 

Lieut.-Colonel E, O’G. Kirwan, I.M.S., then showed a series of 
ophthalmological cases. The first patient, an Indian girl aged 22 
had dystrichiasis, there being a row of accessory cilia on the four 
eyelids. The accessory cilia were shorter and finer than the 
normal eyelashes. Such cases, the speaker said, were extremely rare 
a recent authority mentioning ae six collected cases in twenty 
years of the literature. The condition, which caused waterin 
and redness of the eyes, represented a reversion to ancestra 
conditions; it was usually congenital, and generally involved the 
four lids. The left eye had been operated on, electrolysis being 
used in addition. Other cases shown included tattooing of 
leucomata of the cornea, ingrowing eyelashes treated successfu ly 
by keratitis due to hereditary 
Syphilis, keratomalacia in an adult and a child i i 
of the eyelids and conjunctiva. a

Dr. Lucey dealt with the clinical aspects of the 
different cases, and also the differential diagnosis and causation 
of the various’ conditions. A general discussion took place om 
the exceptionally interesting material displayed, and the meeting 
terminated with a hearty vote of thanks to Dr. Lucey.

He said 
that the form which medical practice was to take in this country 
depended largely on whether the general practitioner was to be 
associated with or isolated from the work of the public medical 
services and hospitals, and on the schemes of reorganization 
proposed by the local authorities under the new Local Govern- 
ment Act. Whereas formerly people were content to remain 
under the care of the family doctor, they nowadays demanded 
treatment from hospitals, advice from specialists, and public 
services of every kind from whole-time medical officers, He 
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considered that the general practitioner should be the main 
stand-by of the people in health and disease. 

At the conclusion of the address a hearty vote of thanks was 
accorded Dr. Charnock Smith. In the afternoon the members 
made an excursion to Rye.

Unitep Provinces BraNncu. 

A GENERAL and clinical meeting of the United Provinces Branch 
was held on April 24th in the Convocation Hall of the King George’s 
Medical College, Lucknow, when Khan Bahadur AspvL RauMAN, 
professor of hygiene and officiating director of public health, 
Punjab, gave an address on small-pox. d 

Professor Rahman traced the history of the disease from the 
Egyptian and Brahminical periods. During the ninth century A.D. 
Rhazes, he said, a physician of Baghdad, gave the first scientific 
account of small-pox. In the tenth century 4.p. Avicenna first 
distinguished between small-pox and measles. This disease was 
found in every climate and in every race; it occurred at all ages, 
affecting any person unprotected by a previous attack or by 
vaccination. During epidemics it might be spread by the mild 
and not easily recognizable cases of the modified disease in the 
vaccinated people. The lecturer emphasized the great importance 
of vaccination in reducing the mortality in the Punjab from 1868 
to 1926, and traced the development of the present glycerinated 
lymph vaccination sterilized by chloroform vapours, which had 
been found to be highly efficient. He detailed the technique of 
the lymph preparation extant in the Punjab. May was the month 
of maximum intensity of the seasonal prevalence of the disease. 
The immunity conferred by vaccination began to disappear in two 
years, and in ten years it had almost completely gone. At least 
two revaccinations were usually necessary after the age of 15 to 
protect for life. :

EXCESSIVE PRESCRIBING. 

Srr.—Most of us will agree that the decision of the Minister 
of Health in the case reported in your article ‘* ‘ Excessive 
prescribing *: Excessive penalty,’’ is a hard one. It points 
to the need for the profession to have a final appeal to the 
courts. There ar2 to my mind points of law which would 
quash the committee’s findings, and it is a case worth taking 
up further. But the question of what is excessive prescribing 
cannot be determined on simple cases, nor do I think it can 
be established on the present unjust method of statistical 
deduction. ‘‘ Excessive ’’ prescribing must be a relative term 
always; it is intimately bound up with the practitioner and 
his methods, his class of patients, and many other factors, 
He may be a man who wishes to prescribe on scientific principles, 
and not merely echo the national health insurance formulary; he 
may wish to look outside the British Pharmacopoeia for his 
medicaments; he may have more ‘‘ chronics’’ than others. 
On the other hand, he may be the kind of practitioner who 
uses the national formulary loosely and excessively, and even 
then he may not exceed the cost of one of the former class. 
The present method is both illogical and unfair to practitioners; 
it does not necessarily get at the man who is prescribing in 
excess or wastefully. 

Dr. Crichton Peate’s suggestion (Supplement, August 16th, 
p- 118) would, on the face of it, seem to offer a better method, 
but even so there may be injustice to the individual. After 
all, a practitioner’s drugs may cost more, but he may le 
restoring his patients to health sooner than he would by using 
a formulary; 5s. spent by A may be waste, 10s. by B an 
economy. It is essential to get down to the individual factor 
every time, to consider the class of patients the practitioner 
deals with, and the likelihood that his prescriptions will benefit 
them. Why should A’s hands be tied because B or C wish 
to stick only to the formulary? Excessive prescribing does not 
usually occur with the case on a certificate, but with the case 
that is constantly being treated at the surgery. id 

Surely all the money spent in keeping a prescription bureau, 
in publishing the statistics, and in circulating the average cost 
of each practitioner would be better expended on drugs. A 
strong local committee of practitioners could meet (and the 
medical referee might attend) to consider all cases treated 
on the doctor’s panel for more than a month, and to decide 
whether such treatment was necessary, and how far future 
treatment should continue, and in what manner. Such a pro- 
cedure would be helpful to the practitioner, and the better 
distribution of drugs would ensure benefit to both the patient 
and the Drug Fund.—TI am, etc.,

FITNESS FOR WORK. 

Srr,—I have often wondered how the figures relating to cases 
referred to regional medical officers are arrived ‘at. Consider- 
able publicity was given some months ago to the statement 
that 55 per cent. of cases referred to them failed to attend. 
Does this figure include cases which have already been “ signed 
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off” as“ fit for work ’’ before form R.M. 2 has been received 
by the doctor? If it does, the figure grossly misstates the case 
for alleged ‘“‘ lax certification ’’; if it does not, the real truth 
jg still obscured. 

In Dr. Gilford’s case (Supplement, August 16th, p. 118), 
which, [ am sure, must correspond with the experience of many 
of us, three out of seven patients—that is, about 43 per cent.— 
had already been signed off; of the remaining 57 per cent. 
it is only reasonable to suppose that at least one-third, or an 
additional 19 per cent. of the total, would have recovered before 
the examination could be arranged. 

The British Medical Association would be doing a great 
service to insurance practitioners if it could bring to an 
end such misrepresentation as appears to exist in these statistics.

CHESHIRE PANEL COMMITTEE. 
Tue quarterly meeting of the Local Medical and Panel Committees 
for Cheshire was held on June 11th, with Dr. R. T. Turner in 
the chair. 

It was reported to the committee that the Cheshire Insurance 
Committee had recommended that the Minister should withhold 
a sum of £20 from the moneys available for medical benefit, to 
be in turn recovered by deduction from the remuneration of a 
practitioner (a member of the Panel Committee) who had been 
found to have prescribed in excess. The Panel Committee intimated 
to the practitioner concerned that it would support any repre- 
sentations he might care to make in mitigation of the penalty. 
The practitioner stated that he would reconsider his first decision 
to take no action, and, if the time for making representations had 
not gone by, he would be glad of the committee’s support. It was 


‘also reported that the Insurance Committee had imposed penalties 


of £10 each upon two practitioners who had failed to return 
medical records. 

Following upon a memorandum from the British Medical Asso- 
ciation to the effect that failure to record every attendance and 
visit in the case of insured patients would result in misleading 
information being extracted from records by the regional medical 
officer, it was resolved to draw the attention of all insurance 
practitioners to the extreme importance of keeping complete 
records of attendance and visits. 

A claim was put forward by a rural practitioner for a grant 
in respect to post-graduate study under the scheme whereby the 
Minister was prepared to approve grants from the special expenses 
portion of the central mileage fund. The claim of the practitioner, 
which was for a two weeks’ post-graduate study course in London, 


.was approved by the committee and recommended to the Insurance 
Committee for allowance. 


It was reported that the average total cost for prescribing per 
insured person for the year 1929 was 38.784. in the commititee’s 


area, as against an average of 40.15d. for the eleven committees 


included in the South-West Lancashire and Cheshire area. 
The committee considered the interpretation to be applied to 
the term “‘ splints’ in the drug tariff, and decided to communicate 


.with the Ministry of Health with a view to the inclusion in the 
‘tariff of aluminium splints. 


The General Medical Service Proposais. 

Two. members, Dr. Boswett and Dr. Gerrarp, who had been 
deputed to consider and report on the British Medical Association’s 
Proposals for a General Medical Service for the Nation, reported 
that, in their view, so far as the scheme affected the general 
practitioner, his status would be well defined and amply safe- 
guarded. The enlarged scheme of the smaller hospitals, now 
designated home hospitals, would provide the family doctor with 
beds whereby he could continue to attend his own patients under 


‘Institutional care. The two members were not altogether satisfied 


with the suggested method of making provision for the indigeni, 
seeing no reason why the services of the family doctor should not 
be secured in the same way as for all insured persons. They 
criticized the scheme of voluntary contributions for hospital 
benefit. Some insured persons contributing to the scheme would 
grudge the expense if they saw other insured persons not con- 
tributing, and yet obtaining treatment and maintenance at the 
voluntary hospital. They thought also that there should be safe- 


‘guards against the undue employment of consultants and 


specialists, and remarked: ‘‘ No mention is made of the scale cf 


fees for all services provided, and it is probable that we shall 
‘again be beaten down to an unremunerative bargain. . . 


Possibly 
we would have been well advised to continue throughout the 


‘country the expansion of the public medical service already 
Suecessfully launched in a few areas.’ 


> The chairman of the 


meeting emphasized the importance of every member of the 


profession making himself acquainted with the proposals of the 
British Medical Association. 

On the question of a county public medical service, the honorary 
secretary of the committee (Dr. J. L. Picton) reported that, 
whereas at first it was considered that the cost of working such 
a scheme would be prohibitive, further examination, with the 
assistance and advice of the general manager of one of the great 
banks, had suggested that this might not be so, inasmuch as a 
considerable portion of the bookkeeping and accountancy could 
be done through the bank. A special subcommittee was set up 
to pursue the investigation, and to report. 


WEST RIDING PANEL COMMITTEE. 

At the June meeting of the Local Medical and Panel Commitice 
for the West Riding of Yorkshire, with Dr. G. B. Human in 
the chair, a letter from the British Medical Association was read 
urging the necessity for the accurate keeping of medical records, 
and pointing out the important part which this might play in 
connexion with the next review of the capitation payment. It was 
agreed that the contents of the letter should be published in 
the next issue of the Panel Record; that a special circular in regard 
to the matter should be sent to all doctors on the West Riding 
panel; and that the members of the commitiee should bring the 
matter to the special notice of their constituents. : 

A member referred to the action of the Miristry of Pensions 
in placing certain sick pensioners on the list of a practitioner. It 
was pointed out that in the case of a practitioner doing his own 
dispensing the cost of drugs and dressings in some of these cases 
far exceeded the capitation fees. It was agreed that inquiries 
should be made as to whether any means were available whereby 
practitioners could be relieved of the expense attaching to these 
cases. 

It was reported that the claims sent in during the year for 
emergency drugs and dressings showed a slight falling off in 
amount, the total sum being £666, as against £692 in the previous 
year. The number of doctors making claims was 58. With regard 
to emergency drugs, the committee was not altogether satisfied that 
some of the medicines dispensed could be really so classed, and 
it was agreed that in one or two districts inquiries should be set 
on foot as to the arrangements made by chemists for dispensing 
on early closing days and bank holidays. 

The committee adopted a report by a special subcommittee on 
the treatment of dependants, and agreed that it should be brought 
to the notice of the Insurance Acts Committee. The report stated 
that it was expedient that some scheme for the treatment of the 
dependants of insured persons should be supported, but that the 
scope and extent of any scheme for dealing with the question 
should contain satisfactory safeguards on the lines of some income 
limit or otherwise, so that too great inroads should not be made 
by it into private practice. 


CUMBERLAND PANEL COMMITTEE. 

At a meeting of the Cumberland Panel Committee, held at 
Whitehaven under the chairmanship of Dr. Dovcuty on July 
25th, it was reported that, at a conference of representatives of 
the Panel Committees of Cumberland, Westmorland, and Lanca- 
shire, arrangements had been considered for holding a_post- 
graduate study course at the School of Medicine in Newcastle 
for a fortnight in September. Eight applications to attend the 
course had been sanctioned by the Ministry of Health, but a 
later letter stated that the minimum number of ten, which had 
to be reached if the course was to be held, could not be obtained. 
With regard.to future courses, the Ministry stated that certain 
observations made by the committee had been noted, but pointed 
out that the sum available for the purpose was strictly limited, 
and that -it was necessary, therefore, to restrict the applications 
to doctors whose practices complied with the conditions laid down. 

A report was given of the meeting of practitioners in the area 
at which Dr. Dain, chairman of the Insurance Acts Committee, 
had explained the scheme for the extension of medical benefits 
to dependants of insured persons. After a gocd deal of discussion 
and some criticism, a resolution had been passed accepting the 
terms of the scheme. 


DANGEROUS DRUGS: WITHDRAWAL OF 


AUTHORIZATION. 
Tue Home Secretary gives notice that he has withdrawn from 
John Park Mathie, L.R.C.P., L.R.C.S.Ed., L.R.F.P.S.Glas., of 


Bilston, Staffordshire, the authority granted by the Regulations 
made under the Dangerous Drugs Act, 1920, to duly qualified 
medical practitioners to be in possession of and supply raw opium, 
coca leaves and Indian hemp, and the drugs and preparations 
to which Part III of the Act applies; and has also directed that 
it shall not be lawful for Dr. Mathie to give prescriptions for 
the purposes of the Dangerous Drugs (Consolidation) Regulations, 
1928. Any person supplying Dr. Mathie with these drugs or 
preparations or supplying the drugs on a prescription signed by 
him will be committing an offence against the Acts. :
